New Poison Gas 


Another Devilish Device Inventéd 
by the Huns . ’ 


Gerthany has a new gas, accor 
to advices. from Paris. It is a bit 
more devilish than any of its prede- 
cessors because it is more insidious, 
Gas masks are small protection 
ot it, because it penetrates the 
clothing and sets up an irritation in 
ary spot on which the skin has been 
tubbed or broken. Then it spreads, 

The new gas is delivered cither 
from hose, in the old fashion, or 
from bursting shells, in the néw. It 
cannot be detected by the sense of 
smell and often an hour or more 
passes before the unfortunates dis- 
cover they have been “gassed.” The 
subsequent treatment is rendered 
more difficult by. the fact that the 
methods which experience has shown 
are best adapted to the asphyxiatin 
gas, ate positively dangerous wit 
the “sudfur d’ethyle dichtore,” which 
is the new form. Yet it is often dif- 
ficult to distinguish between the suf- 
ferers from the two forms. ‘ 

With the ingenuity that distin- 
guishes them, the Germans use both 
gases in the same sector. The new 
gas directly attacks the mucous 
membranes. ‘ 


“In the autopsy we are often able|® 


to peel off the mucous membrane 
as one would an. old glove,” said one 
surgeon. “Sometimes it breaks and 
curls up like the shingles on an old 
roof.” 

The gas clings to the clothing, so 
that subsequent wearers may be at- 
tacked if it is not. thoroughly 
cleansed. The'nature of the new 
weapon may be indicated by some 
of the directions given to army sur- 
geons for. treating those injured: by 


_ “Strip them at once if possible 
and bathe in a solution. of soapy 
water. This should be done at the 
dressing stations, if possible.” 


U. S. Fighting for Itself

But the European war was 
and is a matter of very serious do- 
mestic concefn to us even though its 
cannon roar 3,000 miles away from 
our nearest frontier. 
- The German program for world 
expansion has never failed to com- 
prehend the establishment * of | Ger- 
man power in this heniisphere,. Our 
more eminent public men with °a- 
knowledge of internationa! | affairs 
have Jong recognized this fact. Dew- 
ey discovered it even before the bat- 
tle of Manila Bay, and had _ his 
knowledge confirmed by the: actions 
of Admiral von Diederichs at that 
time. Roosevelt blocked one mani- 
festation of it by a timely order--to 
the’ South Atlantic fleet. Ambassa- 
dor Gerard had to listen to its avow- 
al from the highest German source 
when the kaiser’ arrogantly declared 
to him, “I shall brook no nonsense 
from the United States after this 
war.” Von Tirpitz and other promi- 
nent figures in German official -ir- 
cles have not hesitated to declare 
the use of the “captured British flect 
against the’ United. States a part of 
their program in the event of Ger- 
man_victory.-New York Sun,

Over 350° lives 
lost‘ in burning buildings, and it is 
significant that most of these deaths 
occurred in dwellings. As might be 
expected, the majority of the fires 
was caused by criminal carelessness, 
This is especially true in regard to 
the kindling of fires with kerosene 
and’ gasolene, and permitting child- 
ren to play with matches.

Tipperary” here in the dawn of 
the world Abimelech’s daughters 
once sounded the loud timbrel, and. 
he is washing the desert sands from 
his throat with the waters that once 
performed the same service for Abra- 
ham and Isaac and that saved the 
life of Hagar, the bond woman, and 
her outcast son, Ishmael. 

Prosaically the brief despatches 
announce'the news, yet the very 
name is redolent of ‘the primal poetry 
pf civilization and evokes pictures 
that have been familiar to the world 
for thousands of years. Beersheba—' 
we vision it as the nmiysterious sanc- 
tuary visited by the angels of the 


Lord, the F tog of .the covenant,” 
where the rst treaty of peace re- 
corded in the Bible was soleninly 


pledged, antl where the life of the 
first nomad was sustained to found a 
inighty nation, whose descendants, 
the Arabs, by the way, assisted the 

British in investing the town and af- 
fecting its capture. ’ 

_ Beersheba is one of the most an- 
cient of the towns of Palestine. In 
these days it enjoys the distinction 
of being a railroad town on a road 
that runs to the Egyptian border, It 


is about forty miles from Jerusalem, 
“midway between Gaza and Hebron” 
and in ‘the days of kings” and the 


Judges it marked the southern limits | 
of the land of Palestine. “Froni Dan 
to Beersheba” has passed into a pro- 
verb. 

The first mention >f the place in 
the Bible is in connection with the 
story of Hagar, the Egyptian, . the 
bond wife of Abraham, and her son, 
Ishmael, the disinherited who were 
dfiven into the desert by Abrahain, 
instigated by the jealousy > of Sarah. ) 

“And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning and took bread and a bottle 
of water and. gave it. unto Hagar, put- 
ting it on her shoulder, and the child. 
and sent her away,.and she departed 
and wandered in the wilderness of 
Beersheba.” 


And here, when she and the boy 


“were forespent with thirst, the angel 


of the Lord appeared to "Hagar and 

“opened her eyes and she saw a well 
of water, and she went and filled the 
bottle with water, and gave the lad 
drink, and God was with the lad and 
he grew and dwelt in. the wilder- 
ness.” 


That was the first. well of Beershc- | 


ba, which afterwards became a great 
“watering place” for the nomads. of 
the desert. _ It was known as the 
“place of seven wells.” Abraham 
dug one of them, when hée-vent there 
to make his peace with Abimelech, 
the Philistine, and he ‘ 


on the name of the Lord,” in witness 
of.the treaty that he had entered in- 
to with Abimelech. Of these Seven 
ancient wells of Beersheba, several 
still are sending forth living waters, 
although the ‘waters of one are

of another by horse power. 

cersheba was Abraham's 
“home town.” It was after that time 
when he took young Isaac to make a 
sacrifice of him, when the -Lor 
tempted him to sce how great was 
his love. It was only a 3-day jour- 
ney out of Beersheba to the -place 
where the sacrifice was to be made 
‘and where a ram, caught in the 
thorns of a thicket by his horns, sav- 
ed. young Isaac's life. And after it 
was all over the Book of Genesis re- 


cords, “Abraham returned unto~ his 
young “men and they. rose ‘up ° and 
went togethcr ‘to. Beersheba and 


Abraham dwelt at Beersheba,” 

It was from Beersheba that’ Jacob 
went to the place where he lay down 
upon a pillow of stones,and the lad- 
der came down to him from heaven. 

“And Jacob went from Beersheba 
and went toward Heran,: and he 
lighted upon a certain place and tar- 
ried’ there all night, because the sun 
was set, and he took of the stones 


of the place and put.them for his pil- 


lows and lay down in that place to 
sleep, and he dreamed, and behold a 
ladder was set up.on the earth and 
the top of it reached to heaven, and 
behold the angels of God as scending 
and descending on it.’ 

And it was from 
Jacob afterwards, in his patriarchal 
days started on that visit, “unto 
Joseph in the land of Egypt.”

Sirius, which astronomers say is 
the brightest star, is estimated to be 
in round’ numbers, seventy. billion 
niles distant—that ig seventy follow- 
ed by twelve: noughts, It is called a 
fixed star, but it moves about an inch 
a century. Yet that movement, so 
micrescopical,as seen from the carth, 
to be visible at all must represent a 
movement or spced of 1,909,000 miles 
a day. 

If the sky is clear, look for Sirius 
tonight; and think that the light by 
which you sce it left thé star nearly 
thirty years ago, yet light. travels 
186,000 miles a second, and take§ un- 
der eight minutes to pass from sun 
to carth. 

Compared with Sirius the’ sun is a 
mere flicker, a candle to an are light. | 

If the two were to exchange places 
in the universe the sun would almost 
pop out of. sight ees ig i eet 
barely visible to the naked ‘cye,:a 
star of the sixth magnitude.
